Before  taking  on  this 
monumental  task,  Joel 
Klein  was  Chairman 
and  CEO  of  Bertels¬ 
mann,  Inc.  and  Chief 
U.S.  Liaison  Officer 
to  Bertelsmann  AG, 
responsible  for  corpo¬ 
rate  functions  in  the 
U.S.  and  a  key  strategic 
advisor  to  Bertelsmann 
CEO  Thomas  Middel- 
hoff.  In  this  position,  he 
was  also  a  member  of 
the  Corporate  Execu¬ 
tive  Council  of  Bertels¬ 
mann  AG. 

Prior  to  joining 
Bertelsmann,  Inc.  in  2001,  Joel  Klein 
served  as  Assistant  Attorney  General  in 
charge  of  the  Antitrust  Division  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Justice  until  2000. 
He  was  appointed  by  President  Clinton 
as  Acting  Assistant  Attorney  General; 
the  position  was  confirmed  by  the 
Senate  in  1997.  In  one  of  the  longest 
tenures  as  head  of  the  Antitrust 
Division,  he  led  many  landmark  anti¬ 
trust  cases,  including  monopoly  chal¬ 
lenges  against  Microsoft,  VISA/  Master- 
Card  and  American  Airlines,  numerous 
successful  prosecutions  of  international 
cartels,  and  was  a  leader  in  supporting 
cooperation  among  antitrust  agencies 
throughout  the  world,  executing  major 
agreements  with  the  European  Union, 
Japan,  and  several  other  countries. 

He  joined  the  Clinton  Administration 
in  1993  and  in  1995  was  appointed  to 
the  Justice  Department  as  Principal 
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Depending  upon  the  vagaries  of  the 
U.S.  Postal  Service,  this  month’s  bulletin 
will  arrive  in  either  Adar  I  or  Adar  II.

We  haven’t  had  a  leap 
year  since  2000  or  5760,  and  the  lack  of 
one  is  the  reason  why  the  Jewish  High 
Holidays  were  so  early — Rosh  Hashanah 
fell  on  September  7th — last  fall. 

To  many,  the  intricacies  of  the  Jewish 
calendar  are  very  confusing;  let  me  try  to

simplify  its  salient  features. 

The  Torah  stipulates  that  the  monthly 
cycle  should  correspond  to  the  new 
moon,  and  in  Biblical  times  Rosh 
Hodesh — the  new  month — was  a  festival 
of  some  importance  (see  I  Samuel  20:24- 
29).  A  lunar  month  is  approximately  2914 
days  long — and  we  alternate  the  length 
of  our  lunar  months  between  29  and  30 
days  to  even  out  the  half-day. 


However,  the  Torah  also  stipulates 
that  the  Pilgrimage  Festivals  (Pesah, 
Shavuot  and  Sukkot),  which  have  agri¬ 
cultural  as  well  as  historical  aspects, 
must  be  observed  in  their  appropriate 
seasons.  If  we  adhered  to  a  strictly  lunar 
calendar  (as  the  Muslims  do),  we  would, 
within  a  few  short  years,  be  celebrating 
Pesah  first  in  the  winter,  then  in  the  fall

•  Listen  to  the  reading  of  the 
Megillah  recited  in  the  synagogue  on 
Monday  evening,  March  17th,  either  at 
6:45  p.m.  for  the  family  reading  or  at  8 
p.m.  for  the  full  reading. 

•  Send  mishloah  manot,  sometimes 
referred  to  as  shalach  manot,  a  gift  of 
at  least  two  kinds  of  food  to  at  least

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and  summer,  and  eventually  back  in  the 
spring  again. 

Why?  Let’s  do  a  bit  of  the  math:  12 
lunar  months  give  us  a  year  of  354  days. 
That  means  that  each  year  the  lunar  cal¬ 
endar  loses  1114  days  to  the  solar/season¬ 
al  calendar  of  36514  days.  Without  any 
adjustment  we  wouldn’t  initially  notice 
anything  terribly  wrong  with  our  yearly 
cycle  because  the  loss  of  1114  days  is 
incremental.  But  if  left  unchecked,  the 
long-term  effect  would  be  tremendous. 

In  truth,  our  Hebrew  calendar  is  a 
“lunar/solar”  hybrid,  based  on  the  lunar 
month,  but  also  factoring  in  the  season- 
sensitive  solar  calendar.  The  1114-day 
imbalance  is  restored  by  intercalating  an 
entire  lunar  “leap”  month  7  times  within 
a  19-year  period  (and  also  adding  a  few 
additional  months  that  have  30  days 
rather  than  29  within  this  same  19-year 
cycle). 

These  are  not  the  only  adjustments 
that  are  made  to  our  calendar.  You  may 
never  have  thought  about  it,  but,  “mirac¬ 
ulously,”  Purim  never  occurs  on  Shabbat, 
and  Yom  Kippur  never  falls  on  a  Friday 
(which  would  interfere  with  food  prepa¬ 
rations  for  the  conclusion  of  the  fast 
because  of  the  Shabbat  prohibitions  on 
cooking)  or  a  Sunday  (because  Shabbat 
would  interfere  with  food  preparations 
for  the  beginning  of  the  fast).  How  is  that 
made  possible?  The  Jewish  calendar  also 
contains  two  “swing”  months,  which  can 
be  either  29  or  30  days  long.  By  adjusting 
the  length  of  these  months  well  in 
advance,  we  can  have  a  direct  effect  on 
which  day(s)  of  the  week  the  holidays  will 
fall  (or  more  correctly,  not  fall!). 

The  weekly  Torah  reading  schedule  is 
also  coordinated  with  the  calendar.  It  is  a 
given  that  we  always  begin  the  annual 
Torah  cycle  on  the  Shabbat  after  Simhat 
Torah,  but  the  sidra  Va’et’hanan  is  also 
always  programmed  to  be  read  on  the 
Shabbat  after  Tisha  B’Av.  There  are  also  a 
number  of  “double-sidras,”  some  of 
which  are  “uncoupled”  in  a  leap  year  to 
accommodate  the  four  or  five  additional 
Saturdays  that  the  added  leap  month 
contains. 

Now,  that  wasn’t  so  complicated,  was 
it?!

Rabbi  Lincoln’s  Lecture  At 
the  Oxford  Centre 

Rabbi  David  Lincoln’s  lecture  on  “The 
Legal  Status  of  Karaites  in  the  Light  of 
Halakha”  which  he  delivered  at  the 
Oxford  Centre  for  Hebrew  and  Jewish 
Studies  is  outlined  in  the  Centre’s 
report  for  its  2001-2002  academic  year.

Book  of  the  Month:  To  Life:  36 
Stories  of  Memory  and  Hope,  Museum 
of  Jewish  Heritage-A  Living  Memorial  to 
the  Holocaust. 

On  the  night  of  Kristallnact,  November 
9,  1938,  when  Gestapo  agents  came  to 
arrest  Dr.  Seligmann  Baer  Bamberger  at 
his  Hamburg  home,  he  was  not  there.  As 
the  uniformed  men  barged  into  his  apart¬ 
ment  and  searched  throughout  for  the 
teacher  and  Jewish  community  leader,  he 
was  on  his  way  to  the  Bornplatz 
Synagogue.  Having  been  warned  about 
the  impending  destruction,  he  set  out  to 
rescue  the  Torah  scrolls.  His  effort  ulti¬ 
mately  saved  his  life. 

For  several  days  after  Kristallnacht, 
Dr.  Bamberger  managed  to  hide  out  and 
avoid  arrest.  The  family  left  Germany  in 
1940-carrying  one  of  the  saved  Torah 
scrolls  with  them-through  the  efforts  of 
Dr.  Bamberger’s  friend,  Edgar  Frank, 
who  had  left  for  America  shortly  before 
Kristallnact.  Dr.  Bamberger’s  son, 
Joseph,  who  was  ten  on  Kristallnact  and 
still  recalls  the  sound  of  the  loud  rap  on 
his  family’s  front  door  that  night,  mar¬ 
ried  Frank’s  daughter,  Dorothy.  Joseph 
Bamberger,  now  a  resident  of 
Manhattan’s  Upper  East  Side  (and  a 
member  of  our  community),  donated 
the  Torah  scroll  to  the  Museum  of 
Jewish  History-A  Living  Memorial  to  the 
Holocaust. 

The  Bamberger’s  story  is  recorded  in 
the  first  book  published  by  the  Museum, 
To  Life:  36  Stories  of  Memory  and  Hope, 
with  a  preface  by  David  G.  Marwell, 
director  of  the  Museum,  with  text  by 
Allan  Appel.  The  book,  illustrated  with 
140  color  and  black-and-while  photo¬ 
graphs  from  the  Museum’s  collection, 
tells  the  textured  stories  behind  36  arti¬ 
facts  donated  to  the  Museum.  Along 
with  the  Torah  scroll,  featured  are  a  pair 


of  skis  used  by  a  young  woman  who  had 
worked  for  the  Resistance  in  Oslo, 
Norway  and  had  to  quickly  escape  to 
Sweden  in  1941,  a  patchwork  dress 
worn  in  hiding  in  Biecz,  Poland,  from 
1942  to  1945,  and  a  set  of  hand  made 
playing  cards  used  by  a  pair  of  young  sis¬ 
ters  hidden  in  a  chicken  coop  in 
Sosnowiec,  Poland  from  1942  to  1943, 
as  well  as  photographs  and  documents. 

The  collected  objects  and  stories  of 
perseverance  create  a  powerful 
encounter  for  the  reader.  As  the 
Museum  tries  to  do  in  the  exhibition, 
the  emphasis  is  on  life,  how  people  lived 
before  the  Holocaust  and  how  they  man¬ 
aged  to  survive.  As  Marwell  explains,  the 
number  36  was  chosen  for  its  signifi¬ 
cance,  as  “twice  chai”,  doubling  the 
affirmation  of  life,  and  also  as  an  echo  of 
the  story  told  by  the  fourth-century  sage 
Abaye  about  the  world’s  36  just  men, 
later  know  as  lamed-vavniks-Y\\&&en,  or 
unknown  righteous  beings.

Neil  Robinson  maintains  an  interna¬ 
tional  career  as  an  organ  recitalist.  He 
has  performed  both  at  home  and  in 
Europe  and  Japan,  and  has  been  a  fea¬ 
tured  performer  at  national  and  regional 
conventions  of  the  American  Guild  of 
Organists. 

A  graduate  of  the  Juilliard  School  of 
Music,  Robinson  is  now  chairman  of  the 
organ  department  of  the  Manhattan 
School  of  Music.  He  is  also  active  as  a 
conductor  and  has  recorded  for  a  number 
of  commercial  record  labels,  including 
Decca  and  Musical  Heritage  Society. 

Neil  Robinson  has  served  our  congre¬ 
gation,  for  the  most  part,  behind  the 
scenes  for  the  past  37  years.  He  has 
played  our  organ  at  every  High  Holiday, 
Festival  and  Shabbat  Service,  has  con¬ 
ducted  the  Synagogue  Concert  Choir  for 
many  of  our  special  Liturgical  Music  and 
Musicale  Programs,  and  has  provided  the 
music  at  virtually  all  weddings  held  at 
our  synagogue.  And  he  has  done  so  with 
as  much  respect  for  our  Jewish  musical 
heritage,  its  rituals  and  traditions  as  for 
his  own  Christian  ones.  He  is  a  true  gen¬ 
tleman  in  every  sense  of  the  word.

Report  From  Jerusalem 

U  TT^lant  within  our  hearts  the  love 
of  Zion  that  we  may  go  up  to 
jL  Jerusalem,  Your  holy  city 
...May  our  journey  together  on  this  mis¬ 
sion  renew  our  commitment  to  God, 
Torah  and  the  land  and  people  of  Israel. 
Blessed  are  You,  Adonai  our  God,  for  giv¬ 
ing  us  life,  for  sustaining  us,  and  for 
enabling  us  to  reach  this  day.”  So  began 
the  Cantors’  Mission  to  Israel,  with  a 
moving  ceremony  at  the  Haas 
Promenade  overlooking  the  walled  city  of 
Jerusalem.  We  arrived,  sixty  strong  in 
Israel  on  November  18  -  myself,  many 
cantorial  colleagues,  Henry  and  Karen 
Glanternik  from  our  congregation,  and 
my  daughters,  Arielle  and  Molly.  We 
began  with  prayer  and  tears,  and  sang 
our  way  through  four  days  (to  November 
21)  of  amazing  programs,  concerts  and 
experiences.  Let  me  share  with  you  a  few 
highlights  of  the  trip. 

We  woke  at  5:20  a.m.  on  Tuesday 
morning  for  a  visit  to  the  Ades 
Synagogue,  a  Syrian  shul  where  four 
cantors  from  Aleppo  led  us  in  a  Shacharit 
service.  For  an  hour  and  a  half  we  were 
thrilled  by  the  sounds  of  ancient,  middle- 
eastern  chant  in  a  beautifully  decorated 
synagogue  in  the  center  of  Jerusalem.  We 
learned  that  the  Syrians  utilize  100  dif¬ 
ferent  prayer  modes,  ten  basic  modes  and 
a  combination  of  ten  variations  based  on 


the  weekly  Torah  portion. 

Later  that  afternoon,  we  listened  as 
two  Kes’n  from  Ethiopia  demonstrated 
their  prayer  tunes,  called  “zemah”.  While 
the  Syrian  morning  service  was  entirely 
comprehensible  to  us,  the  turbaned  Bet 
Yisrael  prayer  in  “gehz”,  a  language  sim¬ 
ilar  to  Hebrew,  was  not  easily  grasped  by 
our  Ashkenazi  ears. 

On  Wednesday  we  traveled  to  K’far 
Saba,  where  we  learned  about  Operation 
Mazal  Tov,  a  program  of  the  Masorti 
(Conservative)  Movement,  which  pro¬ 
vides  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  opportunities  for 
children  with  special  needs.  We  partici¬ 
pated  in  a  ceremony  at  the  Conservative 
synagogue  in  which  the  children  of  last 
year’s  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  class  handed  the 
Torah  to  the  upcoming  class.  We  sang 
and  danced  with  the  Torah,  the  children 
and  the  teachers. 

Even  the  food  in  Israel  was  amazing. 
We  began  each  day  with  a  mega-breakfast 
of  salads,  cheeses,  breads,  eggs  and  more. 
One  of  my  colleagues,  known  to  be  a 
good  eater,  asked  how  they  get  the  corn 
flakes  to  taste  so  good.  I  believe  it  is  the 
special  “taam”,  the  taste  of  the  Land  of 
Israel. 

We  ended  the  official  part  of  the  mis¬ 
sion  with  a  concert  entitled  “Sh’ma 
Koleinu :  A  Musical  Gift  to  the  People  of 
Giloh”.  Giloh  is  the  Jerusalem  neighbor¬ 
hood  that  was  the  target  of  shelling  from 
Beit  Jala  and  Bethlehem.  Prior  to  the 
concert  we  visited  the  streets  that 
received  the  shelling.  The  Arab  towns  are 
so  close,  and  the  peace  seems  so  distant. 
I  was  privileged  to  perform  a  solo  in  this 
concert  and  to  be  part  of  the  chorus  that 
sang  ensemble  selections.  We  concluded 
the  concert  with  a  setting  of  the  Prayer 
for  the  State  of  Israel,  the  same  text  that 
was  included  in  our  opening  ceremony  at 
the  Haas  Promenade,  and  the  identical 
text  that  we  recite  in  our  synagogue 
every  Shabbat  morning. 

Our  mission  may  not  have  brought  us 
closer  to  peace.  But  Molly,  Arielle,  Karen, 
Henry  and  I  experienced  a  sense  of  peace¬ 
fulness  (shalom)  and  wholeness  (. shalem ) 
at  having  been  in  Israel.  I  hope  for  all  of 
you  that  you  will  give  yourselves  the 
incredible  gift  of  a  trip  to  Israel.  The  citi¬ 
zens  of  Israel  need  our  visits,  and  we  need 
to  connect  with  their  vitality,  hope  and 
strength.

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Changes  and  Developments 
in  the  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 
High  School 

As  you  may  have  heard  by  now,  the 
fourth  floor  of  the  synagogue  is 
alive  with  change  and  develop¬ 
ment.
